Whites and Blacks rom e Together 


a t New York. 


RESULT OF AN ARREST 


For More Than Half an Hoar Cars 
H ere Stopped and Conductors 
and .Motormen Took Ref* 
life I ader Seats. 


New 
York, 
Ju ly 
15.—"S an 
Juan 
Hill," the district bounded by A m ster­ 
dam and W est End avenue and S lxty- 
flrst and Bixty-thlrd streets, so-called 
because of its 
notoriety 
as a 
battle 
ground, w as the scene Friday of a furi­ 
ous race riot, which required 250 police­ 
men to quell after m any shots had been 
(ired and several 
persons had been 
seriously Injured. 
The trouble began 
shortly 
after 9 
o'clock, when a policem an arrested Ed­ 
w ard Connelly for attack in g Gentry 
W illiam s, a negro, and w as pursued to 
the stattonhouse w ith his prisoner by 
a mob of Connelly's friends, hurling 
show ers of stones and other m issiles. 
W hen the stattonhouse reserves turned 
out the whole neighborhood w as in an 
| u p ro ar and blacks and w hites engaged 
in desperate struggles In the streets. 
I T o rren ts of m issiles w ere hurled from 
roofs and windows. 
W ithin ten m in ­ 
utes not less than a thousand m w , 
boys and w'omen. black and w hite, w ere 
engaged in furious com bat. 
The sm all 
J p arty of police were pow erless and re ­ 
inforcem ents 
w'ere 
sum m oned. 
On 
th eir 
arriv al 
a 
cordon 
w as 
draw n 
around the whole d istrict and strong 
patrols m ade repeated charges down 
the streets in a vain effort to restore 
order. They succeeded in m aking a few 
prisoners -md were forced to retreat, 
lighting every Inch of the w ay and 
pursued 
to 
the 
stattonhouse 
by 
a 
how ling mob. 
The w orst fighting 
w as 
in 
S ixty- 
second street, w here from every rocf 
rained m issiles, while hundreds of shots 
w ere fired. 
Inspector M cLaughlin arrived sh o rt­ 
ly before S* o'clock and realizit g how' 
w idespread th e d an g er w as, sent h u rry 
calls for reserves from as fa r N orth 
aa 125th stre et and a s fa r south as 
Leonard street from the east side and 
from the w est side. 
In all th ere w ere 
m ore than 250 m en under com m and of 
the Inspector w ithin tw en ty m inutes. 
S quads of m en w ere out along roofs 
of the houses in Sixty-second street, 
w here the fighting 
seem ed 
heaviest. 
T hey w alked from w e s t E nd avenue 
to A m sterdam , clearing the roofs and 
found th at m any chim neys had been 
torn to pieces to furnish am m unition 
to the rioters and In th e corners of 
roofs* w ere m ounds of bricks, p ottery 
and bottles. 
More a rre sts w ere m ade 
and several w hites an d negroes w ere 
j rescued from gangs of assailan ts, but 
I desultory combats continued. 
Inspector M cLaughlin and C ap tain 
G allagher, while passing through, re s­ 
cued M ichael Jacoby, a w hite m an who 
w as being beaten by tw o negroes a rm ­ 
ed w ith rocks. T he negroes escaped. 
The rluting spread down to F ifty . 
seventh stre e t and up to S ixty-eighth 
street, although

I ird est 
battles 
w ere fought betw een S ix ty -first and 
S ix ty -th ird streets. 
F or 
m ore th an 
half an hour c ars on the 
A m sterdam 
avenue line w ere blocked. Colored m en 
p u rsu et! by w hites took refuge on cars 
as they passed and w ere followed by 
show ers of bricks and slicks. W indows 
In m any cars w ere broken and p assen ­ 
gers 
took 
shelter 
In 
neighboring 
houses. 
C onductors and 
m otorm en 
hid under seats, leaving th eir cars to 
the m ercy of the mob. 
Several p as­ 
sengers w ere slightly h u rt by stones 
and broken glasses. 
C om m issioner McAdoo arrived a t l l 
o’clock and m ade a to u r of the b a ttle ­ 
field, the fighting by th a t tim e having 
ceased. 
H e said th e riot could not 
have taken place had not the rougher 
elem ent been perm itted to c arry arm s. 
T hey appeared to have a re g u lar a r ­ 
senal of w eapons as the police found 
w hen they searched the prisoners. 
In all seven w’hltes and tw o negroes 
had th eir Injuries atten d ed to by the 
am bulance 
surgeons, b u t 
scores of 
oth ers who w er- seriously h u rt w ere 
taken to th eir hom es by friends. 
Sev­ 
eral w hites and six negroes, am ong 
whom alm ost all bore the b ru n t of con­ 
flict w ith the police, w ere arrested. 
A picked body of th irty policemen 
wras detailed to rem ain In the d istu rb ­ 
ed region during th e n ight and a ssist 
officers of the precinct.

teaching in a county school. 
Her pre­ 
liminary hearing has been set for Aug. 
11. 
According to the prosecution, Mise 
Johnson was desperately In love with 
a young 
man 
of the 
neighborhood. 
She Is said to have become jealous of 
Mrs. Lundstrum. who Is a young wid­ 
ow. and, with the Idea of getting her 
out of the way, It Is charged she sent 
a poisoned orange to the school with 
a note, saying It w as “for the teacher 
only." The orange w as laid aside, and 
having failed In this direction, the girl 
is alleged to have poisoned the John­ 
son well. 
F o rtu n ately no one drank 
the w ater, and the alleged crim e w as 
discovered before 
any d isastro u s re­ 
sults ensued. 
The orange w as sent to 
the state chem ist and w as declared to 
contain enough strychnine to kill

score of people.
